Mr.  WILLIAM  H.  COOKE, ’85,  late 
managing  editor  of  this  paper,  hav- 
ing abused  the  power  he  held  in  that  position 
and  intentionally  broken  his  word  in  a matter 
pertaining  to  the  publication  of  a certain  arti- 
cle, has  been  expelled  by  the  board  of  editors. 

The  retiring  board,  reduced  to  two  edi- 
tors and  a business  manager,  believing 
it  is  best  to  speed  the  parting  and  welcome  the 
coming,  will  neither  write  a valedictory  nor 
deliver  an  eulogy  of  their  past  efforts,  but  with- 
draw without  the  customary  editorial,  leaving 
their  work  to  speak  for  them.  We  want  to 
introduce  to  you,  now,  our  successors,  under 
whose  control  we  feel  sure  the  Burr  will  be  all 
that  it  has  been  or  can  be  : Erom  the  class  of 
’eighty-six  Mr.  A.  DeW.  Howe,  Jr.,  Mr.  C.  E. 
Clapp  and  Mr.  G.  M.  Richardson ; ’87  will  be 
represented  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Mills  and  Mr.  Ken- 
neth Frazier.  To  this  latter  gentleman  Ave  are 
indebted  for  the  clever  illustrations  in  this 
number.  ’86  and  ’87  are  still  entitled  to  one 
more  representative  each,  ’88  to  two  and  ’89 
to  one. 

But  a week  ago  the  Bethlehem  Times 
^ made  a suggestion  that  the  Lehigh 
students  should  try  their  hands  at  boating. 
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This  advice  has  borne  fruit  already  in  the 
Hefty  Club  regetta,  but  we  hope  that  this  be- 
ginning of  boating  at  Lehigh  will  not  prove  to 
be  the  end  also.  While  the  course  from  Willow 
Eddy  to  Calypso  island  does  not  compare  with 
the  Lake  Champlain,  the  New  London,  or  the 
Schuykill  course,  it  is  fully  as  good  as  the 
Princeton  course  and  better  than  a great  many 
courses.  Lehigh  is  large  enough  now  to  sup- 
port class  crews,  and  we  have  the  men  who 
are  both  able  and  willing  to  train  for  a college 
crew.  The  question  will  have  to  be  settled  by 
the  whole  body  of  students,  for  if  they  unloose 
their  pur.se  strings  and  pledge  liberal  amounts 
for  the  support  of  a crew,  Lehigh  will  un- 
doubtedly be  well  represented  in  boating. 
Let  us  see  how  much  interest  will  be  shown 
in  the  matter. 

OUR  students  are  always  ready  to  read 
anything  new  of  their  university  or  any- 
thing old,  for  that  matter,  if  it  is  told  as  well 
and  appears  in  as  attractive  a form  as  does  the 
article  by  J.  Davis  Bfodhead  on  Asa  Packer 
and  the  Lehigh  University  in  the  current  num- 
ber of  the  Magazine  of  American  History.  Mr. 
Brodhead  tells  the  story  of  Asa  Packer’s  life 
by  touching  on  those  points  of  his  career 
which  go  to  show  most  clearly  the  great  fore- 
sight of  the  man,  his  power  to  use  the  oppor- 
tunities others  failed  to  appreciate  and  over  all 
and  beside  his  business  and  executive  ability, 
the  nobleness  and  complicity  of  his  character. 
The  article  without  going  into  details  as  re- 
gards the  university  is  generously  illustrated 
with  pictures  of  the  buildings  besides  a steel 
engraving  of  Asa  Packer  himself,  and  his  resi- 
dence in  Mauch  Chunk.  It  is  a very  valuable 
addition  to  the  literature  of  the  university,  and 
as  a tribute  to  the  memory  of  its  founder  and 
as  a souvenir  of  the  college  itself  should  be  iq 
possession  of  every  student,  ...  
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ON  the  morning  of  Thursday,  May  28,  the 
students  assembled  at  the  Eagle  Hotel 
armed  with  picks  and  shovels,  and  preceded 
by  the  Keystone  Band,  marched  to  the  Uni- 
versity Park,  displaying  a banner  on  which 
was  inscribed — 

“ Ours  at  last, 
i.  e., 

The  Chapel.” 

The  intention  was  to  break  ground  for  the 
new  chapel,  and  hold  mock  services  in  honor 
of  the  occasion.  After  marching  around  the 
campus  the  procession  was  met  by  Dr.  Lam- 
berton  upon  whose  suggestion  the  students 
adjourned  to  the  chapel,  where  the  usual 
morning  prayers  were  conducted.  The  pro- 
cession was  then  reformed  with  Dr.  Lamber- 
ton.  Rev.  Prof  Bird,  and  other  members  of  the 
faculty  in  the  lead,  and  followed  by  the  whole 
body  of  students.  Arriving  at  the  site  of  the 
new  chapel  the  doxology  was  sung,  followed 
by  the  creed  and  appropriate  prayers  by  Rev. 
Bird.  Dr.  Lamberton  then  addressed  the  stu- 
dents in  a few  well  chosen  remarks.  I.  A. 
Heikes  then  delivered  the  oration.  After  a 
selection  by  the  choir,  Dr.  Lamberton,  broke 
the  sod,  followed  by  Mrs.  Lamberton,  the 
members  of  the  faculty,  the  presidents  of  the 
classes  and  the  whole  body  of  students  each  of 
whom  turned  a piece  of  sod.  Through  the 
ready  tact  of  Dr.  Lamberton,  what  was  to  have 
been  a burlesque  was  changed  to  a very  ap- 
propriate and  pleasing  service.  Work  was 
begun  on  the  chapel  immediately  after  the 
exercises.  The  foundation  will  be  completed 
by  October  15,  and  allowed  to  settle  during 
the  winter.  The  church  will  be  located  be- 
tween the  main  carriage  road  and  the  new 
laboratory,  and  south  of  the  gardener’s  lodge. 
It  will  be  Gothic  in  style,  176  feet  long  by  96 
feet  wide,  and  with  a steeple  170  feet  in  height. 
The  foundation  for  the  tower  will  be  a single 
mass  of  masonry  37x37  feet  and  4 feet  thick. 
Potsdam  sandstone  will  be  used,  with  cut  stone 
trimmings.  The  steeple  will  be  of  the  tele- 


scopic structure,  and  though  at  first  170  feet 
in  height,  can  be  run  up  to  200  feet  or 
more,  in  order  to  hold  the  record.  The  build- 
ing will  be  fitted  with  all  the  appointments  of 
an  Episcopal  church,  and  will  be  the  fine.st 
building  on  the  campus. 


IS  THERE  ANY  OTHER  GAME  YOU  PLAY 
BETTER  THAN  THIS? 

^ I ’'HERE  is  no  doubt  about  it  you  can  not 
^ get  as  many  or  as  good  athletes 
amongst  three  hundred  men  as  you  can 
amongst  three  thousand.  Until  we  have  as 
many  men  to  pick  and  choose  from  as  has 
Harvard  or  Yale  we  will  have  to  leave  the  cup 
to  those  colleges  and  content  ourselves  with 
our  own  medals  and  our  bi-yearly  capture  of 
the  Stenton  silver  goblets.  A Princeton  man 
applauded  the  picture  in  the  last  Epitome 
which  faced  the  records  of  Lehigh’s  athletic 
efforts  and  unfeelingly  said  the  idea  of  the 
youth  in  running  garb  putting  on  his  great 
coat  was  particularly  happy  as  it  was  always  a 
cold  day  for  Lehigh  in  athletics. 

We  have  been  playing  another  man’s  game 
entirely  too  long,  and  what  we  ought  to  do 
now  is  to  strike  out  and  invent  one  at  which 
we  could  capture  the  entire  bakery.  We 
should  establish  an  Inter-collegiate  Educa- 
tional contest  for  instance.  Instead  of  the  stu- 
dents of  the  different  colleges  representing 
their  Alma  Maters  by  their  legs  and  arms, 
have  them  show  what  they  can  do  with  their 
brains.  The  idea  is  original  but  feasible,  and, 
after  all,  a much  more  appropriate  contest  than 
an  athletic  one ; for  we  really  don’t  go  to  col- 
lege to  learn  how  to  play  baseball. 

We  should  then  hold  a yearly  meeting  at 
the  Madison  Square  Garden  at  which  the  card 
would  be  filled  with  entries  from  all  the  lead- 
ing colleges  and  events  such  as  the  “ half  page 
translation  of  Homer  (ten  minutes  limit)”  and 
“ long  distance  translation  of  Aristophanes  (5 
pages  one  hour  limit).”  A contest  to  deter- 
mine which  bf  the  teams  from  the  scientific 
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colleges  could  build  a bridge  first  or  lay  out 
the  best  quarter  mile  of  railrodd  or  measure 
an  acre  lot  would  soon  take  the  place  of  the 
present  baseball  and  tug-of-war  teams.  The 
“transit  man  ” would  supplant  the  “anchor,” 
the  bearer  of  the  barber-pole  and  note  book 
the  ‘ drop,’  and  the  remainder  of  the  team 
would  be  composed  of  a couple  of  heavy 
weights  to  carry  the  pegs  and  chain,  a sub 
could  accompany  the  team  in  case  of  sunstroke. 
Then  we  would  read  in  the  college  papers 
locals  like  the  following:  ‘Muckier,  ’85  of 

Yale,  who  captained  the  bridge-building  team 
of  that  college  last  season,  will  not  play  this 
year,  as  his  work  on  an  engineering  corps  last 
summer  makes  him  a professional.”  Or, 
“ Marius,  ’86,  who  recently  made  a record  of 
9:5  at  the  annual  college  examination  in 
Homer,  will  enter  the  half-page  translation  of 
Aristophanes  at  the  Inter- collegiate  Contests 
this  spring  ” — and  “Muller,  ’87,  who  was  ex- 
pected to  take  the  prize  for  German  transla- 
tions, will  not  be  able  to  enter,  having  brought 
on  brain  fever  through  over-training.” 

“ In  the  inter-collegiate  championship 
league,  composed  of  the  boards  of  the  differ- 
ent college  papers  who  are  trying  to  see  which 
can  get  out  the  best  paper  with  the  least  num- 
ber of  editions,  the  Lehigh  Burr  stands  a 
fair  show  for  the  pennant,  having  reduced  her 
board  one  half  since  the  opening  of  the  sea- 
son, and  without  any  falling  off  in  merit.  At 
present  .she  has  the  smallest  board  on  record.” 
Instead  of  having  editors  of  sporting  papers 
and  decayed  athletes  for  judges  and  referees. 
Presidents  Elliott  and  McCosh  would  sit  in 
judgment  and  “The  Rules  Governing  Philo- 
sophical Contests”  for  1885  by  James  McCosh 
would  be  sold  at  the  bookstores  with  instanta- 
neous photographs  taken  by  enthusiastic  ame- 
teurs  of  Olney,  ’86,  the  champion  mathemati- 
cian, taken  while  he  was  solving  the  azimuth 
in  five  minutes. 

The  daily  papers  would  contain  masterly 
reports  of  the  meetings,  telling  how  ‘ Green, 


’88,  and  Brown,  ’87,  took  the  first  nine  prob- 
lems of  Chauvenet  together.  Brown,  however, 
failed  to  clear  the  pons  asinorum,  so  giving 
Greene  the  race  by  one  problem,’  and  how 
Jones,  ’85,  was  ruled  out  of  the  Latin  prose 
race  for  having  cribs  on  his  person.  ‘ Until 
some  such  contest  is  started  Lehigh  will  not 
lead’  when  it  is,  and  brains  are  at  a premium 
then,  ah,  then  will  be  seen  where  our  greatness 
lies,  and  in  the  meanwhile  we  had  better  wait 
patiently  and  train  for  whichever  event  we  are 
entered.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 
HE  following  figures  show  the  gain 
made  by  the  Freshman  class  for  the 
past  year.  With  a few  exceptions,  the  class 
have  worked  faithfully ; the  result  being,  that 
22  per  cent,  of  those  given  a second  examina- 
tion have  made  a gain  of  over  200  in  their 
total  strength  tests,  and  13  per  cent,  a gain 
over  250,  whereas  last  year  19  per  cent,  made 
a gain  over  200,  and  only  5 per  cent,  over  250.

j origin  is  lost  in  the  mists  of  antiquity — can  re- 
I member  all  that  to  which  I refer,  it  may  not 
1 be  entirely  lacking  in  interest  to  the  infantry 
of  a lesser  growth.  I refer  to  the  days  when 
’83  in  all  the  glory  of  overwhelming  weight 
and  numbers,  ruled  supreme  in  and  about  the 
Hall,  when  her  giants  roamed  about  her  red 
I brick  fastnesses,  baptizing  the  unwary  visitor 
with  large  quantities  of  exceedingly  wet  water 
and  hanging  three  quarters  of  their  length  out 
of  the  windows  as  they  waved  their  Sunday 
afternoon  greeting  to  the  Deutsches  Mddchcn 
strolling  in  the  Park. 

I And  then,  that  election  bonfire  ! When  shall 
its  memory  fade  ? 

Not  while  there  is  one  left  to  tell  how  uni- 
versity board  walks,  and  the  Dutchman’s  front 
steps,  his  boxes  and  his  fences  alike  faded 
away  and  went  to  swell  the  growing  pile.  And 
then  after  many  hair  breadth  ’scapes  from  Buck 
and  Griffin,  when  the  flames  were  leaping 
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forty  feet  in  the  air  and  the  tin  horn  centette 
was  rendering  the  overture  to  the  Fishmonger 
Opera,  word  came  that  two  had  fallen  into  the 
hands  of  the  Philistines,  and  all  rushed  with 
one  accord  to  the  halls  of  justice,  i.  c.  the  back 
office  of  the  lame,  Dutch  Squire,  and  listened 
to  Janney,  the  silver-tongued  orator  of ’83,  as 
he  talked  the  justice  blind  * and  his  minions 
deaf  and  dumb,  until  the  fine  was  cut  down  to 
$5.00,  and  that  amount  having  been  borrowed 
the  culprits  were  released. 

On  returning  from  the  Christmas  vacation  j 
we  found  Christmas  hall  empty  and  Robinson 
gone.

Editok.s  of  the  Lehigh 
LV -L  Burr: — Lehigh  is  no  longer  “ some 
little  college  up  near  the  coal  regions  of  Penn- 
sylvania; ” Yale  swells  have  ceased  to  ask  how 
far  “ Lelow  University,  or  something  like 
that , is  from  Jerusalem  ; ” and  as  her  cheer  is 
becoming  known  to  others  than  the  inhabitants 
of  Shanty  Hill  and  Tincan  street  who  applaud 
so  vociferously  at  our  noble  work  on  the 
athletic  grounds,  so  is  her  influence  spreading 
to  more  and  more  distant  climes.  Our  pro- 
fessors and  the  more  staid  of  the  alumni  will 
solemnly  declare  this  influence  to  be  due 
entirely  to  the  high  standard  Lehigh  has  main- 
tained in  thoroughness,  and  all  this  and  that. 
But  you  know  that  it  isn’t  at  all,  why,  if  it 
were  not  for  our  forever-honored  quartette  of 
rope  pullers  and  mud  diggers,  and  the  envi- 
able reputations  our  “ eleven  ” and  “ nine  ” 
have  respectively  made  for  themselves,  Lehigh 
would  be  about  as  well  known  as  the  majority 
of  Ohio’s  innumerable  “ places  of  learning.”

THE  Editor  of  j he  Lehigh  Burr. — 
Dr.  Gregory,  of  the  civil  service  com- 
mission, is  now  arranging  for  a series  of  ex- 
aminations to  fill  places  as  assistant  examiners, 
mechanical  draughtsmen,  copyists  of  drawings 
and  proof  readers  in  the  Patent  office.  These 
examinations  will  be  held  early  in  June  in 
Washington  and  .several  places  throughout  the 
country  in  the  vicinity  of  scientific  and 
technical  schools,  the  object  being  to  offer  op- 
portunities to  young  men  graduating  from 
these  in.stitutions.  The  examinations  for  the 
Patent  office  involve  scientific  attainments. 
The  examiners  require  considerable  knowledge 
of  physics,  chemistry  and  other  practical 
sciences.  Positions  as  examiners  in  the  Patent 
office  are  much  sought  after,  and  are  regarded 
as  among  the  best  under  the  government,  on 
account  of  the  advantages  for  the  future  which 
they  offer.  Nearly  all  of  those  who  have 
passed  examinations  for  these  places  during 
last  year  have  received  appointments.  Gener- 
ally when  vacancies  in  the  Patent  office  occur 
it  is  found  that  the  parties  have  received  ad- 
vanced offers  outside,  in  the  office  of  Some 
prominent  law  firm. 


Students  just  leaving  college  or  having  a 
knowledge  of  an  engineering  or  technical 
course  of  study  are  best  adapted  to  pass  the 
required  examinations. 

A good  knowledge  of  drawings  such  as 
elevations,  plans,  cross-sections  and  detailed 
sketches  is  particularly  desirable. 

Many  of  the  examiners  as  well  as  other 
clerks  in  Washington  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunities  afforded  by  attending  some  one 
of  the  law  or  medical  colleges. 

The  course  of  study  is  mainly  by  lecti..cs 
and  as  it  requires  but  one  or  two  hours  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  evening  and  a degree  granted 
at  the  expiration  of  the  two  years.  Ample 
time  is  afforded  for  other  duties  and  pleasures 
outside  of  office  hours.
